From Overcrowding to Insurrection

The canines dashed down the 
concrete cellblock — tongues wagging, 
teeth bared — as they dragged their 
armed handlers past rows of iron bars. 
“You're going to get fucking shot!” 
one officer shouted to the inmates, his 
words clearly discernible to Victoria 
Castillo as she talked with her hus- 
band, Richard, on the phone. 
Then the call abruptly dropped. 
After nearly four years, Richard (aka 
Noodles), is still awaiting trial on drug 
possession and assault charges at the 
county jail in Merced, a poor but sunny 
central California city known as the 
“gateway” to Yosemite National Park. 
She worries about him all the time, 
of course, but the day of that phone 
call was especially difficult: Residents 
of Cellblocks 1, 3, and 4 of the jail were 
being put on lockdown. Just a day 
before, they had announced to jail of- 
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ficials that they were staging a hunger 
strike to demand improvements to the 
living conditions at the overcrowded 
Main Jail as well as at the John La- 
torraca Correctional Facility, another 
county detention center across town. 

Their list of demands includes 
things like exercise equipment, better 
food and medical treatment, access 
to a law library, and the firing of an 
officer whom they have accused of 
abuse. In addition, most of the Latino 
inmates are automatically classified as 
belonging to a street gang and must 
wear color-coded jumpsuits indicating 
their alleged association, a practice 
they want to stop. 

“They're being labeled as gang mem- 
bers because they might live next to 
someone who is a documented gang 
member,” Castillo says, adding: “Every 
day that my husband is in there, I’m 
afraid that he’s going to get killed.” 

The couple have two children: a

son, 13, and a daughter, 4, who was 5 
months old when her dad was arrested. 

The inmates’ strike is now in its 
fourth week, and jail officials confirm 
that the rebellion is continuing, with 
more than 100 detainees in various 
degrees of participation. 

The rebellion, which began on Sept. 
9, was timed to coincide with the 45th 
anniversary of the infamous uprising 
at New York’s Attica prison, and it is 
part of what some are calling the larg- 
est coordinated prison hunger strike 
and work stoppage ever organized in 
the United States. 
The total number of strikers could be 
in the tens of thousands nationwide, 
according to estimates based on local 
news reports and information leaked 
by inmates. Exact numbers are proba- 
bly impossible to obtain as correctional 
institutions in most states refuse to 
confirm that their inmates are partic- 
ipating, and many mainstream news

outlets have declined to cover the 
protest. 

Since the strike began earlier this 
month, riots have erupted at some 
locations, as they did at Perry Correc- 
tional, in South Carolina, and at Hol- 
man Correctional, in Alabama, where 
prison guards also stopped working 
and the warden was reportedly seen 
pushing the meal cart. 

But of all the places involved in the 
strike, Merced is special: It is home to 
the only two jails — as distinguished 
from prisons — that are confirmed to 
have joined the national strike. 

In the last five years, conditions in 
county jails have gotten much worse 
— in some cases, worse than prisons 
— asa result of the state’s adoption in 
2011 of the Public Safety Realignment 
Act. 

Merced’s jails, in particular, illus- 
trate some of downsides of the law, 
which was passed after the U.S. Su-

preme Court ordered Gov. Jerry Brown 
to relieve the dangerous overcrowding 
in the state’s prisons brought on by 
years of tough-on-crime policies. 

In essence, the Realignment Act 
reduces the penalties for certain non- 
violent crimes, like violating parole, 
and shifts responsibility for those con- 
victed of nonserious, nonviolent, non- 
sex-related crimes to the local level. 

Late last month, California De- 
partment of Corrections issued a 
report boasting that the Realignment 
policy was, in part, responsible for the 
percent reduction in offenders who 
eventually went back to prison. That 
number is now 44.6 percent across the 
state. (San Francisco County’s three- 
year return-to-prison rate, meanwhile, 
is 53 percent.) 

“This is the first time that more 
people stepped out of prison than 
went back,” Terry Thornton, a spokes- 
woman for the department, brags. 

Surprisingly, however, California 
tracks “recidivism” by counting only 
the offenders who are released and 
then later return to state prison. If 
they are released but then end up in 
a county jail, they are not counted as 
recidivists. 

“We are only looking at people 
who come back to prison,” Thornton 
admits. “We have never tracked people 
who went back to jail, and we don’t 
have the ability to track all those peo- 
ple.” 

The result of the department’s un- 
usual method of tracking the numbers 
is that many prisoners have returned 
to the corrections system but are sim- 
ply no longer being counted. 

Consequently, the numbers that 
the corrections department is citing 
simply do not provide a complete or 
accurate picture of crime. 

Merced Sheriff’s Department Capt. 
Greg Sullivan agrees that Realignment 
has affected the county jails that he 
helps to oversee. 

“John Latorraca was basically built 
for weekenders,” he explains, referring 
to the county facility where detainees 
were once expected to stay only for a 
couple of days. 

Now, some are serving sentences of 
more than 17 years there. 

“It is a strain on a system that was 
not designed to house inmates for 
more than one year.”

When Cameras Aren't 


Enough to Stop the Killing 


As San Francisco begins equipping its officers with body cameras, recent killings 


in Charlotte and Tulsa reveal that biased policing won't be solved with a camera alone.

WASHINGTON — After the police 
killing of 43-year-old Keith Lamont Scott 
on Sept. 20, the city of Charlotte, N.C., 
waited five days for the video of the shoot- 
ing to be released, leaving many communi- 
ties across the country — including the 
Bay Area — questioning the power that bi- 
ased authorities have to shape public nar- 
ratives around officer-involved killings. 

In San Francisco, over the past year, 
biased policing and racial profiling has 
come to light with a string of racist and 
homophobic text messages exchanged 
between several officers. The May 2016 
resignation of Police Chief Greg Suhr fol- 
lowed several high-profile police killings 
of people of color, most notably Alex Ni- 
eto, Amilcar Perez-Lopez, Mario Woods, 
Luis Gongora, and Jessica Williams. The 
U.S. Department of Justice launched a 
review of the San Francisco Police De- 
partment after Wood's gruesome death, 
which was captured on cellphone videos 
taken by bystanders. 

These events have created a police 
department that is steadily losing the 
trust of the community. In a city deeply 
divided by race, there is an urgency for 
police reform, and the introduction of 
body cameras is seen by many as a nec- 
essary step to mending police-communi- 
ty relations. After a year of negotiations, 
this past June the San Francisco Police 
Commission approved a policy for using 
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Jessica Christian 


police-worn body cameras. According to 
an SFPD spokesperson, all officers hold- 
ing the rank of lieutenant and below will 
be issued body-worn cameras. Around 
70 officers and sergeants from different 
units were trained and equipped with 
cameras beginning in July. The depart- 
ment expects to have all of its officers 
and sergeants trained by the end of 
2016. 

On Monday, the U.S. Department of 
Justice awarded more than 100 police 
departments across the country $20 
million in funding to buy and enhance 
their use of body cameras. According 
to Attorney General Loretta Lynch, the 
funds are meant to “increase public trust 
in the police,” and to ensure officers are 
more accountable and their behavior is 
more transparent. 

A number of California counties, 
including Alameda, received money to 
enhance the use of body-worn cameras 
by law enforcement officers under this 
latest round of Justice Department 
funding. Body cameras have already 
been in operation in cities like Oakland, 
which has been fully supplying cameras 
to its officers since 2010. In June, the 
Los Angeles City Council gave its ap- 
proval for the LAPD to place body-worn 
cameras on 7,000 patrol officers by the 
end of 2017, and in July, the San Jose 
Police Department sent out its first 
batch of patrol officers with body-worn 
cameras. Currently, about a third of the 
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nation’s 18,000 police agencies are ei- 
ther testing or using body cameras, and 
this number will likely increase in the 
months to come. 

Across the country, body cameras 
continue to be advanced as one solu- 
tion to police violence. In the months 
following the death of Michael Brown, 
the 18-year-old who was killed by an 
officer in Ferguson, Mo., both commu- 
nity groups and police departments 
advocated for more officer-worn body 
cameras, with several departments 
rushing to equip their officers. Police ac- 
countability advocates had hoped more 
cameras would decrease racial profiling 
and provide added protection for those 
stopped by the police, as well as increase 
transparency and accountability. Police 
departments have said cameras would 
shield officers from false claims of 
wrongdoing and enable better evidence 
collection. 

The SFPD’s body camera program 
was stalled for several years. The idea 
was first pushed in 2011 by Suhr, the 
former police chief, after surveillance 
videos showed several officers abusing 
and stealing from residential hotel 
dwellers. But advocates are quick to 
point out that cameras are not the final 
solution. 

“The common frame on body cam- 
eras is that they are a good thing and 
potential solutions to problems of police 
accountability and lack of transparency,” 
explains Scott Simpson, a spokesman 
for the Leadership Conference on Civil 
and Human Rights, a social justice co- 
alition based in Washington, D.C. “But 
this is a dangerous thing to automati- 
cally assume. As many recent incidents 
seem to show, if these cameras are not 
governed by a set of thoughtful policies 
that protect the rights and the privacy 
of communities first, these cameras 
can become tools that undermine civil 
rights, transparency, and privacy.” 

The Leadership Conference released 
an updated scorecard in May that ex- 
amined 50 major U.S. cities and their 
policies governing body-worn cameras. 
Police departments were evaluated on 
eight criteria, including whether they 
make footage available to people filing 
complaints and if they prohibit officers 
from viewing footage before writing 
a police report. “There is not a clear 


national standard for body cameras,” 
Simpson says, underscoring that there 
are a number of different practices 
across the country, with many police 
departments still working to formulate 
adequate policies. “It’s the Wild West as 
far as these policies are concerned. We 
wanted to create a standard.” 

The Leadership Conference’s report 
found that accountability is not auto- 
matic following the addition of cameras. 
It all depends on how the footage is 
used. “What we found in our study is a 
nation-wide failure to protect commu- 
nities,” Simpson adds. In California, re- 
searchers examined the policies in place 
in Oakland, San Jose, and San Francisco, 
and found that all three cities fell short 
on protecting the full range of its citi- 
zens rights. 

One of the most debated pieces of 
the new SFPD policy concerns whether 
or not officers who wear cameras should 
be allowed to view the footage before 
filing reports. In order to get the policy 
passed, policymakers reached a compro- 
mise that would prevent officers from 
viewing the tape until after they file 
their initial statement, but would allow 
officers to write a fuller statement once 
they viewed the tape. 

However, police accountability advo- 
cates have argued that officers should 
not be allowed to watch the footage at 
all. “If you allow cops to preview footage 
before they write their reports, you risk 
having the police report conform to 
what the camera caught instead of what 
[the officer] remembers happening,” 
Simpson notes. “You want an indepen- 
dent set of evidence — evidence from 
the body cam, eyewitness reports, and 
your separate police reports.” 

Despite not completely meeting this 
specific best practice, SFPD’s new policy 
does satisfy the Leadership Conference’s 
criteria for limiting discretion on what 
police officers record. The department 
requires officers to record a wide range 
of law enforcement activities including 
detentions and arrests, traffic and pe- 
destrian stops, foot pursuits, and uses 
of force. They also require officers to 
document the reasons for any failures 
to record. 

Although there has not been much 
research done examining the impact 
of body cameras, there are studies that 
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suggest the use of body cameras can 
reduce the use of force by officers. In 
one such study published in The Journal 
of Quantitative Criminology in 2014, 
researchers found that when officers in 
Rialto, Calif., began wearing body cam- 
eras, use of force by officers dropped 59 
percent, and complaints against officers 
dropped 87 percent. The study was con- 
ducted by the University of Cambridge’s 
Institute of Criminology and was based 
on a 12-month trial. 

Yet the string of officer-involved 
shootings of unarmed civilians in the 
years since Ferguson have not provided 
clean-cut reads on the overall success 
of cameras. Racial profiling remains 
an issue across the board in the United 
States, even in cities with a high use 
of body cameras. Often, body camera 
footage is grainy and hard to decipher, 
complicated even more by the fact that 
police officers are not turning on the 
cameras when they are supposed to be 
in use. There have even been several 
cases where police officers turned off the 
cameras before confrontations, and then 
there are cases like the July fatal police 
shooting of Alton Sterling in Baton 
Rouge, La., where the officers claimed 
their cameras “fell off” or suddenly 
malfunctioned before the incident. Like 
Charlotte, many departments still lack 
adequate policies ensuring they'll share 
the footage transparently and immedi- 
ately if an incident does occur. 

As San Francisco begins equipping its 
officers with body cameras, the recent 
killings in Charlotte and Tulsa, reveal 
that police violence won't be solved with 
a camera alone. There continues to be 
deep biases that manifest in how Black 
people and other communities of color 
are viewed by society. These biases go on 
to influence how police react when mak- 
ing contact with Black communities, and 
they represent the lasting, more hard- 
to-change manifestations of racism 
that continue to haunt the U.S. criminal 
justice system. Without reducing the 
racial, gender, and class bias that color 
how marginalized communities are 
viewed and policed, American policing 
will not shift, even with all the cameras 
turned on it.

Would Bayer- 
Monsanto Join 
The Green Rush? 


In mid-September, the giant 
German chemical and pharmaceutical 
company Bayer agreed to buy the US. ag- 
riculture company Monsanto for $66 
billion in what will be one of the largest 
corporate mergers in history. If the ac- 
quisition clears regulatory hurdles in 
about 30 countries, the new entity will 
be a globe-spanning colossus with im- 
mense resources and deep expertise in 
drugs, pesticides, and agriculture — in- 
cluding genetically modified crops. 

According to press releases, the 
new company will reward sharehold- 
ers while also improving farming 
tools and techniques so that the 
planet can produce enough food for 
10 billion people by 2050. (The world 
population is currently 7 billion.) 
What goes unsaid in the corporate 
handouts as well as in most news 
reports is that the new megacompany 
would also be positioned to dominate 
legal cannabis all over the world. 

To many critics on the left, Mon- 
santo, perhaps more than any other 
company, is a synonym for rapacious 
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greed. The company sells seeds for 
major crops such as corn, soybeans 
and sugarcane, and some of these 
seeds are genetically modified to cre- 
ate crops with resistance to drought 
or pests. Monsanto’s best-known 
product is Roundup, a weed killer 
used by both home gardeners and 
farmers. The company also sells so- 
called Roundup Ready crops that are 
genetically modified to withstand the 
herbicide. 

Monsanto is not a cuddly corpora- 
tion. There is an ongoing controversy 
over whether Roundup is carcino- 
genic. In addition, the company was 
a manufacturer of Agent Orange 
during the Vietnam War. 

Much of Monsanto’s bad rep- 
utation on the left stems from its 
ageressive legal tactics as well as its 
position as a world 
leader in monocul- 
ture agriculture and 
genetically modi- 
fied foods. These 
are complex issues 
that converge at our 
consuming instinct 
to know where the 
next meal is coming 
from. There’s some- 
thing primal about 
this business. 

Bayer, best- 








known for inventing aspirin, has 
dings on its reputation as well. One 
of its pesticides has been linked to 
the decline of bee colonies, which has 
potentially devastating environmen- 
tal consequences. During World War 
II, Bayer was incorporated into the 
giant IG Farben conglomerate, which 
collaborated with the Nazis and was 
essential to their execution of the 
Holocaust. Helge Wehmeier, the for- 
mer head of Bayer, apologized to Ho- 
locaust survivor Elie Wiesel in 1995. 
In 2003, Bayer partnered with 
GW Pharmaceuticals, a U.K. firm that 
develops drugs derived from canna- 
bis. Bayer distributes the GW drug 
Sativex for multiple sclerosis-related 
spasticity in Canada and the United 
Kingdom. No GW product has been 
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approved by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration for use in the U.S., but 

its experimental drug Epidiolex is in 
late-stage clinical trials for treating 

two rare seizure disorders. 

In the cannabis world, there’s an 
ongoing conversation about which 
industries want into the green rush. 
These include pharma, alcohol, tobac- 
co, and Monsanto’s sector: agricul- 
ture. Search the internet and you're 
likely to find rumors of Monsanto’s 
interest in cannabis, though a compa- 
ny spokesman wrote: “Monsanto has 
not and is not working on cultivating 
cannabis.” 

A combined Monsanto-Bayer 
would be poised to develop marijuana 
seeds resistant to blights and Mon- 
santo’s own herbi- 
cide. With Bayer’s 
proven expertise 
developing and 
marketing drugs, 
the company also 
creates an avenue 
to lead the field of 
cannabis-derived 
pharmaceuticals. 

Genetically modi- 
fying pot could also 
have recreational 
benefits. 
Speculation 
about how close 
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these companies are to actually get- 
ting their hands green is irrelevant. A 
combined Monsanto-Bayer will likely 
take time to enter the market as it 
gets comfortable with local laws. But 
even before it does, as potentially 
the world’s largest seller of seeds and 
agricultural chemicals, it is the most 
important cannabis company in the 
world before it even exists. My guess 
is that the senior executives at both 
companies understand this. 

Cannabis is an outlaw industry, 
and as such is populated by people 
who harbor an inchoate uneasiness 
with big, wealthy corporations or 
anything else that smells of the 
establishment. Whether it’s Bay- 
er-Monsanto or its behemoth peers, 
that establishment is now coming 
for this outlaw industry, and it’s 
likely that it will capture a substan- 
tial portion of it. This disgusts some 
cannabis entrepreneurs, while others 
welcome it. 

The Bayer-Monsanto deal is the 
surest sign yet that there will be 
Big Pot and a coming fight for the 
industry’s soul. When it comes, Bay- 
er-Monsanto will have a plan. Will 
the little guys?

’m standing in the center of a party bus, clinging to a stripper 
pole. Deep, molecule-rearranging bass music vomits out of 
the speakers, drenching the packed bus in hypnotic melodies 
as it trundles toward our destination. 
It’s a crisper-than-expected Saturday afternoon in the 
middle of August, and I’m about to attend a barbecue. 
But not just any barbecue: one thrown by Dirtybird, the tech- 
house collective and label that has become an international 
phenomenon since its modest beginnings in San Francisco 13 
years ago. 

The crowd gathered on the eastern edge of Treasure Is- 
land is young — in their early 20s to mid-30s — and dressed 
as if they’re at a Halloween carnival. I see zookeepers and 
dinosaurs, caped wizards and gray squirrels with inflatable 
tails. Two girls in white faux-fur coats wander about wearing 
matching rubber hamburger masks, while a man dressed as 
Jesus heaves a baseball at a tower of milk jugs. One guy with 
dreadlocks walks around tapping people on the shoulder and 
asking, “What’s up, Dirtybird?”

Scattered around the asphalt-cov- 
ered, palm-tree-dotted space are a 
variety of white tents housing the 
party’s essentials: alcohol, merchan- 
dise, and barbecue courtesy of the 
SoMa-based eatery, Cat Head’s BBQ. 
But the real draw is the stage. 

Claude VonStroke, the redheaded 
father of Dirtybird, stands behind the 
red-and-white checkered DJ booth, 
his hands hovering over the mixing 
board, flipping switches and twisting 
knobs with studied nonchalance. The 
bulk of attendees are gathered here, 
their heads bobbing and arms flailing 
in time with the music, which is a 
blend of Detroit techno and ghetto 
house, with a piercing, energetic 
bassline. Buried beneath the monot- 
onous soundtrack, so deep that it 
almost sounds subliminal, is a high- 
pitched voice intoning scandalous 


words and phrases, like “in the butt” 
and “dick, dick, dick.” 

But that’s the thing about the bar- 
becue, and Dirtybird itself: Anything 
goes here, and no one, not even the 
DJs, takes themselves too seriously. 
You can dress weirdly, dance errat- 
ically, and say or do whatever you 
want, and no one will judge you. It 
is because of this sentiment and, of 
course, the music, that thousands 
of people flock to the annual event, 
which is now also held in three other 
states. (On two known occasions, 
people have even made marriage 
proposals during Dirtybird perfor- 
mances.) 

And to think that when the na- 
scent Dirtybird crew threw the first 
ever barbecue in Golden Gate Park in 
2003, only about eight people showed 


up. 
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“We were really flying by the 
seat of our pants,” Christian Martin, one 
of Dirtybird’s four founding DJs, says 
about the first barbecue. We're sitting in 
the living room of his brother Justin’s 
apartment in Western Addition. Stoic 
and contemplative, Christian is a foil to 
Justin, who, at 37, is Dirtybird’s young- 
est founding member. 

“It was just this really creative time 
where we were doing things blindly for 
the music, and we weren’t too worried 
about the money,’ adds Justin, who 
has a reputation for acting like a clown, 
crafting humorous songs, and being 
obsessed with pizza. 

The Martin brothers met Von- 
Stroke (whose real name is Barclay 
Crenshaw) in 2000, thanks to a chance 
encounter involving VonStroke’s mom 
and the owner of an antique shop in 
St. Helena, Calif. Upon realizing that 


both their sons lived in San Francisco 
and worked in the music and film 
industries, the two women exchanged 
information and prompted the guys to 
contact one another. 

VonStroke, who at the time was 29 
years old and working at a postproduc- 
tion company, dutifully called the an- 
tique owner’s son, and the pair started 
working on a music video together. 
Through that gig, he met Christian, 
the video’s writer, and the pair hit it 
off after discovering their shared in- 
terest in drum ’n’ bass. Justin, a recent 
college graduate, entered the picture 
soon thereafter, and all three became 
friends. 

The idea to throw free, monthly 
outdoor parties at Golden Gate Park, 
complete with live music and grilled 
food, came about because the friends 
each harbored dreams of becoming 


DJs. Though the idea had been in the 
works for a while, it officially became a 
reality the day Christian used his credit 
card to buy a $4,700 sound system. 

“T wanted us to be able to do it our- 
selves,” he says. “I felt like if we had the 
control, we were going to do it the way 
we wanted and wouldn't have to bend 
over backwards for anyone.” 

Aside from their girlfriends and 
Justin’s college roommate Sean “Wor- 
thy” Williams, who would later become 
the fourth founding member of the 
group, only one other person came to 
their first event: a random guy named 
Chris Wilson, who just happened to be 
in the park and offered his services at 
the grill. (Now dubbed “Grillson,” he 
is Dirtybird’s resident grillmaster and 
travels around to every Dirtybird bar- 
becue to cook the meats.)

it was really hard to get people to go at 
first,” VonStroke tells me backstage on 
the day of the barbecue. “Our sound 
was different, and it had not caught 
on. 

Since they already had the 
soundsystem — and the grillmaster 
— the four burgeoning DJs continued 
once or twice a month throughout 
that summer. Slowly but surely, word 
spread about the event, and more and 
more people trickled in each time. 

To fund the free party, which re- 
quired purchasing a park permit, rent- 
ing a generator, and eventually hiring 
a clean-up crew and off-duty cops, the 
DJs played a monthly night at Shine, a 
club in the Mission. Instead of keeping 
the money they earned there, they 
used it to pay for the barbecues.

“That’s why it became so fun and 
everyone had such a great attitude,’ 
VonStroke adds in his languid drawl. 
“Because it wasn’t like we were doing 
it for the money. We were just doing it 
because it was awesome.” 

By 2005, the barbecue was drawing 
a large enough crowd to convince the 
founders to start their own label. The 
first few vinyls, which featured orig- 
inal songs and remixes from Justin, 
VonStroke, and a DJ named Sammy 
D, were sold at local record stores, but 
it was with Dirtybird’s third release, 

a solo EP from VonStroke called Deep 
Throat, that things really took off. 

“That’s what made us,” he says of 
the techno record that sold out of its 
initial 15,000 copies almost immedi- 
ately. “It was almost hard to believe, 
but at that point, we'd caught on.” 

For the next few years, everything 
went smoothly for Dirtybird. The 
barbecues, which were held only in 
the summer, attracted more and more 
attendees; their residency at Shine 
regularly sold out; and they released 
an average of four to five new vinyls, 
which were quickly snapped up by fans 
every year. 

In 2008, when the crew was asked 
last minute to throw a night at Mezza- 
nine, things got even better. Despite 
the fact that the venue was almost 
five times the size of Shine, Dirtybird 
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managed to fill its entire 12,000 square 
feet. Soon thereafter, they abandoned 
their residency at Shine for a quarterly 
party at Mezzanine, which they still 
throw. Meanwhile, the barbecue was 
gaining in popularity, and by 2010, 
more than 2,500 people were attend- 
ing each. 

This, however, was a problem. For 
the preceding eight years, the permit 
they would use to book the event was 
for a “picnic lunch with our family,” 
VonStroke says. But as the number of 
attendees grew, things started to get 
out of hand. Benches were getting graf- 
fitied, the grass was being trampled, 
and the park rangers, who would regu- 
larly break it all up in the middle of the 
set, were starting to get pissed. 

“Basically, we got kicked out,” 
VonStroke says, laughing. “We had 
to figure out what to do instead, and 
turning it into a paid event seemed 
the most likely option, but we were 
bummed.” 

The crew, which now included a 
fifth member, the sole female DJ, 
J.Phlip, were so upset about having to 
change the location and start charging 
admission that they stopped throwing 
the barbecues altogether. The hiatus 
lasted until 2013 when the event, 
which now costs anywhere from $15 
to $30, was moved to Treasure Island. 
Since 2014, Dirtybird barbecues have 
also been held in various cities around 
the country, like Detroit, Chicago, Se- 
attle, and New York. 

Last year, in a spur-of-the-moment 
decision similar to the one that led the 
group to start throwing the legendary 
barbecues, the crew organized their 
first Dirtybird Campout outside of 
Los Angeles. Held over the course of a 
weekend in September, the campout 
included nonstop music and a slew of 
summer-camp-themed activities, like 
boat racing, archery, talent shows, and 
comedy competitions. 

Today, Dirtybird is a globally known 
brand linked to dozens of rising house 
and tech artists. In addition to their 
own events, Dirtybird plays sets at 
myriad music festivals, like Hard Mi- 
ami, Holy Ship, Symbiosis, and Sham- 
bala. And every week, VonStroke, who 
was named “America’s Best DJ” this 
year by DJ Times magazine, hosts an 
hourlong show on Sirius XM. Dirtybird 
also has its own subreddit as well as 
a monthly subscription service called 
Birdfeed that gives members access to 
new releases and the label’s entire back 
catalog. 

The label also sells more than just 
music now. In addition to T-shirts and 
hoodies, they sell everything from 
flags to sunglasses to tote bags. And 
they even sell a custom Dirtybird bar- 
becue sauce and chicken spice rub. 

“The success of Dirtybird is con- 
stantly surprising me, Justin says, 
leaning back into the couch in his 
sun-dappled living room. “We’ve al- 
ways gotten to a point where I’m like, 
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‘Oh, my god. This is it. We made it.’ 
And then somehow, it just keeps get- 
ting bigger and better.” 


Broadly speaking, Dirtybird 
makes house- and techno-rooted dance 
music, but that’s only skimming the sur- 
face. 

Each of the label’s five core DJs is a 
self-proclaimed music junkie who has 
taken his or her various influences and 
melded them into wholly new sounds. 
VonStroke is known for drum-heavy 
techno combined with hints of dub 
and traces of ghetto or booty house. 
Christian is more hip-hop leaning, 
while Justin has a thing for downtem- 
po, deep house, and jungle music. Wor- 
thy veers more toward minimalism, 
and J.Phlip dabbles in acid house. 

Despite their specialities, all Dirty- 
bird DJs share a few things in com- 
mon. Drum ’n’ bass are key elements, 
and flourishes like snaps, echoes, de- 
lays, and reverbs are often employed. 
Though their sound is not as shocking 
today, when they first started throwing 
their barbecues, few DJs were willing 
to get as creative and weird as they 
were. 

“There was kind of like a giant hole 
in dance music that was just waiting 
to get filled,” Justin chimes in. “Our 
sound was different and fresh for a 
lot of people at the time. People that 
didn’t necessarily like house music 
were getting pulled in because 
of all these different influ- 
ences and the fact that we 
entirely blurred the lines 
between genres.” 

Dirtybird’s music is 
also the antithesis of 
trendy. You won’t hear 
big EDM-style drops 
or psychedelic riffs or 
throaty female-front- 
ed ballads. 

“Dirtybird is not 
trying to stay in touch 
with what’s cool,” says 
26-year-old Ardalan 
Noghre-Kar, a new addi- 
tion to Dirtybird’s roster of 
DJs and Justin’s roommate. “Instead, 
it’s always changing, and I think that’s 
what keeps people engaged because we 
don’t just play one sound.” 

As Dirtybird’s head of A&R, Von- 
Stroke has made it his mission to seek 
out artists who are trying new and 
adventurous things rather than just 
trying to emulate the Dirtybird sound. 
Recent signees like Justin Jay, who 
specializes in lush, deep house, and Kill 
Frenzy, who dabbles in dark, shadowy 
electronica, have made the cut precise- 
ly because their sound is so different. 

As for the humorous and sexually 
explicit lines in Dirtybird’s music, well, 
that’s just a reflection of the DJs’ silly 
personalities, as well as a borrowed 
trait from Detroit and Chicago house 
music. 
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One of VonStroke’s most popular 
songs is a frenzied techno track with 
lyrics about making a cake, and his 
other hits have lines like, “Let me see 
your check stub,” and made-up words, 
like “Barump.” 

“We're serious about making 
music that doesn’t take itself too 
seriously,” says Justin, who wins the 
award for goofiest Dirtybird DJ. One 
of his very first tracks for the label, 

a hoedown-themed song called “The 
Southern Draw,” features a fart sound 
followed by a collective “ahhh” from 

a mysterious audience. Then there’s 
“The Legend of Papachongo,” a tropical 
cut with bird chirpings and Spanish 
excerpts, “Chicken Tetrazzini,” a re- 
mix of Beastie Boys’ “Brass Monkey” 
reframed as a dedication to the Italian 
chicken dish, and “Wet Cat,” a buzzy, 
techno jam that sounds akin to how a 
feline might react if it were doused in 
water. 

“Basically, this is techno minus the 
black turtleneck aspect,” adds Chris- 
tian, who has songs named after space- 
ships, Pterodactyls, Groundhog Day, 
and “Bell Murray.” “We’re getting rid of 
the stuffiness and bringing the music 
into the daylight.” 


Back at Treasure Island, I spy 
VonStroke, donning a pair of Dirtybird 
sunglasses and a snapback hat, testing 
his strength at the high striker game. 
Mallet in hand, he slams down on 
the lever two times before suc- 
cessfully shooting the puck 
to the top of the scale on 
his third try. A bell dings, 
and he raises his left arm 
in the air, proudly turn- 
ing around to smile at 
the small crowd that 
has gathered around 
him to watch. 
I catch Justin, 
decked out in a straw 
hat and a sweatshirt 
that says “Pizza,” wan- 
dering around, giving a 
high-five to a guy dressed 
as Cookie Monster and posing 
for pictures with awestruck fans. Later 
in the day, I even run into the Martin 
brothers’ mom, who hands me not one 
but two of her “special Seven Layer 
Cookies” and suggests I go say hi to 
“Papa Martin,” who is behind the grill 
chopping skirts of steak. 

For fans, it’s clear that this level of 
accessibility to the DJs is both a treat 
and an anomaly in the tech and house 
scene. 

One fan I talk to describes the 
Dirtybird crew as “everyday guys who 
you could see yourself being buddies 
with,” while another fan regales me 
with tales of joining VonStroke on- 
stage at a show because the DJ liked 
his quirky hat and the time he boogied 
with Justin in the middle of the dance- 
floor.

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“There’s nothing worse than meet- 
ing somebody you've looked up to 
forever, and they’re a complete dick,” 
Justin says, “which is why I’ve always 
had it in my head that if I ever got toa 
point of success, I'd be supportive and 
accessible to fans. It’s the least I can 
do because they’re the reason why I’m 
successful in the first place.” 

As I wander around the barbecue, I 
notice another thing about the event: 
Aside from the roped off backstage area, 
which Justin says is “only roped off 
because there is equipment and people's 
personal belongings back there,” there 
is no VIP section or any other special 
area that denotes different levels of class 
among the attendees. Maintaining this 
kind of party, where special privileges 
don't exist and the DJs frequently make 
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appearances on the dancefloor, has been 
a tenet of Dirtybird since its Golden 
Gate Park days. 

As the final rays of sun begin to 
wane, Justin goes on to perform, and 
VonStroke, who just finished DJing a 
90-minute set, heads backstage to de- 
compress in the tour van. Earlier in the 
day, he had caught a ferry and a flight 
from Catalina Island to make it to the 
barbecue, and in less than two hours, he 
would board a plane headed to Seattle 
to DJ the Dirtybird Barbecue there the 
following day. 

Out of all the Dirtybird DJs, Von- 
Stroke, who is married and has two kids, 
travels the least, averaging about 75 
shows a year. Justin, who was invited to 
play at Coachella this year, travels the 
most, playing more than 175 shows last

year in such far-flung places at Fiji, Rus- 
sia, Australia, and Brazil. 

But such busy schedules, they realize, 
are unsustainable in the long run. 

“I definitely think about the future 
all the time,” Justin says. “Because it’s 
not as easy as the early days when you 
just played a couple shows in a row and 
it was nothing. Now, it’s like you really 
have to take care of your body and make 
sure that you're taking care of your 
mind.” 

Though they have no plans of slow- 
ing down their touring schedule any 
time soon, the core Dirtybird DJs are 
aware that they won't always be able to 
hit a dozen festivals a year like they do 
now. 

“It’s going to be interesting to see 
what happens in the next 10 years,” 
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Justin adds. “Right now, I feel like we’re 
all kind of riding high and we're at our 
peak. Everything’s wonderful, and the 
parties have never been better. But we 
can't go on like this forever.” 

Still, neither Justin nor VonStroke 
are worrying too much about the future 
because 10 years is still a ways away and 
there’s still time to groom a new genera- 
tion of Dirtybird DJs to take the stage. 

As | head out of the party, opting to 
walk to my car instead of waiting for 
the party bus with its sturdy stripper 
pole, I pass a fan carrying a homemade 
sign. It’s a cardboard cutout of a slice of 
pizza, but there’s something off about 
the pepperonis decorating its surface. | 
inch closer to get a better look and real- 
ize that each pepperoni is emblazoned 
with the face of a Dirtybird DJ.

As 
always, attendees can expect a lively, 
campy, studly evening poking fun at 
masculine stereotypes. A 1970s vibe is 
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on the slate this year, with period attire 
encouraged. (Emcees Fudgie Frottage 
and Sister Roma plan to do the Hustle.)

The nonrepresentational visual depic- 
tion of truth, beauty, and perfection 
that is known as abstract art remains as 
relevant as ever in the digital age, and 
artists such as Amy Ellingson are com- 
bining virtual technology with old-fash-

ioned painting to create aesthetically 
pleasing, intellectually satisfying, acces- 
sible human pictures. Ellingson’s works 
begin on a computer, where, employing 
a vocabulary of forms, including straight 
and curved lines, and manipulating 
those forms through replication and 
variation, the artist creates a complex 
abstract pattern.

A San Francisco treasure known mostly to underground filmmakers, Curt Mc- 
Dowell has been lauded by his mentor and lover, the lo-fi cult icon George 
Kuchar, for his distinctive and flagrant expressions of sexual freedom both on- 
and off-screen. McDowell arrived in the Tenderloin during the mid-’60s, at the 
cockcrow of the Summer of Love, and enrolled at the San Francisco Art Institute 
as a painter, only to switch departments after meeting Kuchar. Their relation- 
ship continued throughout the "70s and’80s, bearing witness to both the gay 
liberation movement and the onset of the AIDS epidemic. When McDowell died 
in the late ’80s, his work — at least 30 films that provide snapshots of the city’s 
counterculture amid delirious autobiographical narratives and high-camp melo- 
dramas — ended up the possession of his devoted sister and frequent star, Me- 
linda McDowell. The movies were restored, after years of work, by the Academy 
Film Archive and treated to their first retrospective just this summer in New 
York City. Tonight, 1972’s Wieners & Buns Musical, a prime-cut “domestic 
musical” about a housewife yearning to free her libido from marital constraints, 
comes home.

Considered by many to be the godmother of punk, Patti Smith performed 
the final song at CBGB’s in 2006, singing “Elegie” from her 1976 debut, Horses. 
She followed the song’s infamous final line with a list of people who had died 
over the club’s 33-year history. It was fitting, since Smith was also at the club’s 
first show, writing about the band Television just before her own group became 
a CBGB's staple. But Smith was already a formidable presence in Manhattan’s 
Downtown scene. She had appeared in a squall of feedback with Lenny Kaye at 
a now legendary reading on the Bowery in 1971 (and also co-starred with Sam 
Shepard in the semi-autobiographical play Cowboy Mouth the same year). She 
had already published three books of poetry before recording that first album, 
produced by the Velvet Underground’s John Cale, with cover art by Robert 
Mapplethorpe. In many ways, Smith was a bridge between art worlds, a stri- 
dent reminder that authenticity is worth the fight. Smith has since recorded 10 
more albums, written two astounding memoirs, and published numerous 
books of poetry. She appears tonight in conversation with Dan Stone, and per-

DREAMS, FORGETFULNESS, AND OBLIVION 


Stuart Bousel’s love of Greek mythology was piqued early; unlike the rest of us, 
he did not relegate that interest to pub trivia and clever pet names. Instead, he 
founded the San Francisco Olympians Festival. Wrangling difficult, 
hoary, often obscure characters, the festival has offered nearly 100 playwrights 
free reign over gods, goddesses, monsters, mortals, heroes, and naiads — not 
to mention one very famous ship since 2010. This year’s theme, “Harvest of 
Mysteries,” focuses on the underworld, with two submissions starring creepy 
rivers — Styx and Lethe — as well as heavy hitters from the Greek and Egyp- 
tian pantheons. Viewers will see Demeter in a Victorian romance, Hades ina 
chat room, Isis in a racist South, Set under the eye of a forensic psychologist, 
plus 16 more. To better enjoy the staged readings, and the occasional arcane 
joke, a familiarity with the myths is valuable but not essential. Bousel is always 
on hand, as contributor and host, to share his insight and infectious enthusi- 
asm.

“It wouldn’t be fun if the curator 
didn’t have a nervous breakdown,” Tom 
Sachs says. 

He’s demonstrating his scale model 
of a rocket lifting off at Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts, and the vapors 
coming out of the smoke machine look 
like it’s about to suffer a catastrophe 
on the launchpad, causing a ripple of 
panic among the staff. 

A sculptor, spacefaring adventurer, 
and self-described “devout Saganist,” 
Sachs has rigged together a mock com- 
mand station full of TVs as part of his 
“Space Program: Europa,” a massive, 
multimedia installation that plans to 
go where no human has gone before, 
with plenty of whiskey and ceremonial 
tea pourings to keep the astronauts in 
a healthy psychological state for the 
journey. 

Europa, a moon of Jupiter, is the 
sixth-largest natural satellite in the so- 
lar system. An ice-covered world that’s 
basically a more inhospitable version 
of Hoth from The Empire Strikes Back, 
it’s nonetheless the best candidate 
beyond Mars for harboring life, with 
liquid oceans beneath its frozen exteri- 
or. (And it turns out we might be able 
to see if life exists on Europa without 
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Mario Sorrenti 


even drilling through all that ice, as 
NASA announced this week that the 
moon expels bursts of water from 
around its south pole.) 

Human beings have not set foot 
on the lunar surface since 1972, using 
instruments less powerful than the 
phones in our pockets. Sachs’ project 
is a scrappy, low-tech riff on the Apollo 
program, with Kennedy-era optimism 
about America’s potential — and an 
awareness of its destructive power. 
Human-transported bacteria could 
very well wreak havoc on an alien 
biosphere, and it’s a grim coincidence 
that the moon in question shares a 
name with the continent that spawned 
colonialism. 

Sachs is a bit like Doc Brown in Back 
to the Future, and his equivalent of 
the lunar module is built from Tyvek 
and plywood and says “rear,” in his 
own handwriting, on the back. But 
his method is better thought-out than 
someone like Larry Walters, the truck- 
er who attached balloons to a lawn 
chair and floated over Los Angeles in 
the ’80s. 

“By executing these details to an 
extreme degree, the experience for us 
becomes authentic,” Sachs says. “In 
other words, this space program is real. 
This is a spacecraft. These rituals we’re 
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performing right now are real for us.” 
Sachs refers to his aesthetic prin- 
ciple as “sympathetic magic.” By this, 
he means using whatever's at hand to 
make your own luck. Using the — rath- 
er malevolent — example of a voodoo 
doll, which takes on the appearance of 
someone in order to influence that per- 
son, he notes that having built his own 
spaceship, he got enough scientists to 
take notice that he landed a residency 
at NASA and received invaluable assis- 
tance from the Jet Propulsion Labo- 
ratory in Pasadena. (Europa is, in fact, 
Sachs’ third mission to outer space, 
after trips to the moon and to Mars.) 
A Winnebago — or “Mobile Quar- 
antine Facility” — with Connecticut 
plates is parked on the plaza outside 
YBCA, but inside, the approach is Jap- 
anese. Even though Sachs deliberately 
leaves the mark of his own hand on 
his work — “It’s important for the 
individual to show that he was there,” 
he says — he is equally fixated on that 
culture’s appreciation for elegance and 
refinement. Having cleared the muse- 
um’s contemplative courtyard to install 
Europa’s icy surface, Sachs fashioned 
a bronzed replica of a bonsai tree and 
elsewhere built a teahouse with an 
image of Sarek, the father of Spock. 
(San Francisco is the home of Starfleet, 
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and a caption in Japanese characters 
quotes Spock’s dying words from Star 
Trek II: “I have been, and always shall 
be, your friend.”) 

Plucky DIY spirit or not, the possi- 
bility of failure — even death — orbits 
nearby, always in range. Sachs is can- 
did about Elon Musk’s odds of estab- 
lishing a permanent human presence 
on Mars during his lifetime, and even 
more so about what motivates him to 
act: the knowledge that someday, he 
too will die. Comparing himself to a 
martial-arts student who realizes only 
in hindsight that his entire life was 
preparation, Sachs encourages extreme 
dedication, which is all the more ur- 
gent given the slow pace of scientific 
progress. 

“You can’t rush it,” he says, crossing 
out the word “Bamboo” from a sign on 
a glass door reading “Bamboo Court- 
yard, and writing “Europa” in its place 
(and doing so backward, from the out- 
side). “You can’t do great work without 
taking the necessary time. Stay up all 
night, do whatever it takes. You simply 
have to find a way, because death ap- 
proaches.” 

But there is a ton of humor present 
as well. From hand-labeled propane 
tanks under an electric-chair style 
switch marked “IGNITION” to an 
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Landing Excursion Module (LEM), 2007 


“indoctrination center” for would-be 
Martian-Americans to acclimatize 
themselves to their new status as colo- 
nials, “Space Program: Europa” embod- 
ies a demented honesty that’s perfectly 
in keeping with the spirit of the times, 
perilously close as our idiocracy is 

to a President Trump. There’s even a 
fully functioning Logjam Cafe, serving 
coffee, beer, and “Ritzeos,” Sachs’ own 
hybrid cracker-cookie that begs to be 
served with Tang. 

Silicon Valley supervillain Peter 
Thiel’s lament about how the future 
veered off course — “we wanted flying 
cars, instead we got 140 characters” — 
isn’t without a kernel of truth. Bound- 
less progress feels like an anachronism 
on our rapidly dying planet. But if the 
luster of the stars has dimmed in the 
post-space-shuttle age, Tom Sachs is 
there, ready to imbue them with fresh 
affect, even when the extension cord is 
showing.

Mallory Ortberg is writing her 
second book, and unlike her her first, 
Texts from Jane Eyre, it’s going to be be fic- 
tion. 

“It’s in the vein of Shirley Jack- 
son and Flannery O’Connor, so kin- 
da-creepy is the gist,” she says. 

Southern California Gothic, per- 
haps? 

“I don’t know how much of it is go- 
ing to be set in California, but let’s defi- 
nitely use that word,” she says. “Oversell 
it. Make it a big deal.” 

“It’s going to be like Gargoyles,” she 
adds. “The TV show, not the architec- 
tural flourish.” 

The highly literate Ortberg was, with 
Nicole Cliffe, the brains behind the 
feminist humor site The Toast, which 
ended its three-year run of parodying 
the Western canon earlier this summer 
with its sunnier-than-average com- 
ments section intact. Apart from her 
current book project, Ortberg is also 
the sagacious bestower of advice for 
Slate’s “Dear Prudence” column, and 
she'll be in San Francisco next month as 
the special guest on NPR’s Pop Culture 
Happy Hour, a live radio show hosted by 
Linda Holmes with panelists Stephen 
Thompson and Glen Weldon. It’s a first 
for Ortberg, who’s done podcasts and 
live performances, but never in this 
medium. 

“I think I can say with reasonable 
confidence that I’ve never done a live ra- 
dio show,” she says. “There’s going to be 
a topic that we'll all kind of discuss, and 
a quiz administered by Linda Holmes. 
And advice, which is probably a conces- 
sion to me and my current job.” 

The producers have asked people to 
submit questions in advance. “And then 
we're going to tell people how to live 
their lives,” she adds. “And I know Linda 
wanted to get in Halloween candy, so at 
some point I’m going to have to pretend 
to care about Halloween candy.” 

Ortberg confesses to not having 
particularly strong feelings about the 
subject, which may be advantageous. 

“It can be really fun to take up a wild 
position and then argue it recreational- 
ly,” she says. 

That is undoubtedly true, but it’s 
also rather contrary to the spirit of an 
advice column, which makes for a nice 
break from the doling out of perspica- 
cious insight into readers’ problems. It’s 
been nearly a year for Ortberg in her 
new position, and she cops to an occa- 
sional out-of-body feeling with respect 
to the role. 

“Sometimes, I'll go to read ‘Dear 
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Prudence’ and remember that I already 
answered these questions ‘cause that’s 
my job now,’ she says. “I think of it as 
this fun thing that I get to read that’s 
now been taken away from me, and I 
suffer every day.” 

As such columns go, hers fields a rel- 
atively high number of queries, some- 
thing she takes as a personal challenge 
of sorts, setting a number for herself 
and trying to top it. An internal team 
at Slate screens the questions, many 
of which come from live chat, and Ort- 
berg’s greatest source of trouble is the 
occasional lack of crucial detail. 

“I had this one letter recently where 
this person said she didn't like her 
brother bringing his casual girlfriends 
around to events,” she says. “At one 
point, there was this big fight at a 
grandparents’ vow renewal ceremony, 
and she said a glass got thrown. Wait, 
was it a girlfriend who threw glass at 
the family, or did one of you throw a 
glass at her? This is very, very import- 
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ant information to have, and I don’t 
have it!” 

Many people, being petty and in 
need of serious self-improvement 
themselves, would probably jump at the 
chance to publish letters written by ab- 
solute jerks so as to give themselves re- 
peated opportunities for self-righteous 
grandstanding. While she agrees that 
“there’s a certain satisfaction to saying, 
‘Hey man, you're being the worst, ” Ort- 
berg doesn’t really like going that route. 

“I don’t love getting letters from 
someone who is very clearly the jerk 
in the scenario, only because I feel like 
it’s going to take a lot more than some 
stranger saying, ‘Hey, reread your letter, 
you re probably at fault here, to get 
them to reconsider their actions,” she 
says. “There’s always a part of getting 
to tell somebody, ‘Hey, you need to 
examine your own house, buddy, but 
it’s always a little sad. Like, what are the 
odds that they’re actually going to listen 
to me?”

Ortberg misses The Toast — and 
really, who wouldn’t miss writing things 
like “Things I Would Do If a Moth Ever 
Touched Me for Even a Second”? — but 
states categorically that she’s glad not 
to be doing that right now. 

“Not because it wasn’t delightful,” 
she says, “but because I’ve had a couple 
times a week when I can go outside and 
actually work on my book, which was 
not going to happen if I was continuing 
to do ‘Dear Prudence’ and The Toast 
both at the same time.” 

The reduced workload has given her 
time for media consumption high and 
low. “The good news is that I watch a lot 
of television,” she adds. “I try to make 
that a priority in my life.” 

Ortberg is an avid Twitter user, 
she just finished reading a book about 
The Kids in the Hall called This Is a Book 
About the Kids in the Hall, and she’s cur- 
rently reading both Robert Heinlein’s 
Starship Troopers and Mary Shelley’s 
Mathilda, the latter of which Ortberg 
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describes as a “very intense novel about 
pretty twisted dynamics and incest.” 

Prior to her marriage to the doomed 
poet Percy Bysshe Shelley, Mary Shel- 
ley’s maiden name was Mary Wollstone- 
craft Godwin, which, had she been born 
two centuries later, would have made a 
splendid NPR name. I ask if Ortberg has 
a favorite: Audie Cornish, maybe? Kai 
Ryssdal? Adolfo Guzman-Lopez? 

“They all have such beautiful names,” 
Ortberg says. “Any one of them I would 
be lucky to have. They all sound like 
people who could have gone on a quest 
or written a slim novel in the 1970s 
that was later rediscovered and cham- 
pioned.”

Black and White 
and Nude All Over 


“Hey dude, my IR contract is up 
soon, so we can finally shoot together,” a 
White woman casually says to my friend, 
who is Black. 

It was just another summer Friday 
night, sipping La Croix and unwinding 
after porn shoots and politics with some 
fellow sex workers, but suddenly, there 
it was: racism once again ruining every- 
thing. “IR” refers to “interracial,” mean- 
ing content that features sex between 
Black men and White women. 

My mouth falls open, as if this White 
woman hadn't just said something that 
effectively means, “Hey dude, I signed 
a contract saying I wouldn’t work with 
Black men for a certain amount of time, 
so I could profit off perpetuating the no- 
tion that White women are less valuable 
once they have sex with Black people 
— aracist practice that only contributes 
to the violence and discrimination 
that people of color face daily. 
But once that contract is 
up in a few months, 


also joined the team as secretary. And 
Venus Lux, who was born and raised in 
San Francisco, is of Chinese descent, 
and has garnered the title of AVN/XBix 
Transsexual Performer of the Year nu- 
merous times now serves as Treasurer.

White women are often able to ask 
for two times the money they would 
receive for shooting with a White man, 
a practice that often results in male per- 
formers of color being disenfranchized.

— on to say, “Treating a

at the texture of his 
hair was and saying he 
kind of looked like a ’90s 
R&B star — my eyes bugged out 

of my skull. I didn’t know that there 
were still White people out there that 
think it’s OK to do things like that, but 
as Trumpism rises and police officers 
continue to face minimal consequences 
for the systematic slaughter of people 

of color, it was naive of me to think that 
was the case. There is no denying that 
racism is alive and well in the United 
States, and can be found in even the 
most progressive of circles. 

The Adult Performer Advocacy Com- 
mittee has been hard at work campaign- 
ing against Proposition 60, and yet amid 
the chaos of the election season, APAC 
has elected and sworn in a new board 
and released a groundbreaking state- 
ment condemning racial discrimination 
within the industry. 

The board now boasts three passion- 
ate performers of color. Mickey Mod, 
who grew up in Oakland, has been a 
performer and filmmaker in the indus- 
try for more thana decade. Outspoken 
blogger and activist Verta (often called 
Per Verta), who says she joined the 
adult-film industry partially because “a 
career in porn seemed like the right path 
toward being a professional writer,” has 
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to force produc- 
ers and agents 
to change their 
business practices, 
starting an industry- 
wide conversation about 
the racist elephant in the 
room was a necessary step, 
even as the adult performer commu- 
nity is unifying to to defeat the outside 
force of Prop. 60, which proposes man- 
datory condom use on set. 

“Although APAC supports and 
respects the personal choices that per- 
formers make when it comes to rates, 
scene partners, and types of scenes to 
work in, we feel choosing to work with 
someone based on race as a business 
practice has a negative impact on the 
performer community. It is important 
to keep in mind that scene partners are 
not simply personal sex partners on set; 
they are co-workers. It is not an accept- 
able practice in any other industry to 
choose who someone works with solely 
based on race.” 

As we ask for legislators and the pub- 
lic to respect our industry, we must con- 
currently look inward and dismantle the 
oppressions within our own community, 
lest our enemies use our weaknesses as 
a way to discredit us. 

During a time of great uncertainty 
and blatant racism, Iam proud to be 
a part of a community that challenges 
itself to do better.

Opens Friday at the 
Opera Plaza Cinema. 
Kirsten Johnson’s mesmerizing Camera- 
person is a collage of footage from 25 of 
the documentary films for which she’s 
been the person operating the camera 
over the past quarter-century, some of 
the best-known being Laura Poitras’s Cit- 
izenfour and Michael Moore’s Fahrenheit 
9/11. Opening text describes the film as 
a memoir, and context for the mostly 
wordless clips tends to be limited to geo- 
graphical location, though occasional 
captions provide more detail, sucha 
montage of locales used by Serbian sol- 
diers for the mass rapes during the eth- 
nic cleansing of Bosnia, which cuts to the 
truck used in the horrific dragging death 
of James Byrd in 1998 Texas by white su- 
premacists. As those examples suggest, 
many of the films are about the horrible, 
fucked-up things that people (mostly 
men) do to other people (mostly women 
and/or people of differing ethnicities), 
although Johnson manages to find signs 
of humanity throughout it all. But it’s 
not an unrelenting horror-show, and 
some of the most lovely moments are es- 
tablishing shots and camera tests. In ad- 
dition to being a primer on how the basic 
cinematic language of editing involves 
bringing together disparate images to 
create meaning and emotion, the chal- 
lenging, deeply artistic Cameraperson is 
also exactly that kind of documentary 
that would be appropriate for a festival 
celebrating arthouse theaters.

Danny Says 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
A feature at last weekend’s Art House 
Theater Day for some reason, Brendan 
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Toller’s Danny Says is a meh documen- 
tary about a so-so person who lived 
through interesting times. Danny Fields 
was a publicist and journalist in the 
1960s and’70s, and was often in the 
right place at the right time for import- 
ant moments in baby boomer culture. He 
hung out at Warhol’s Factory with Edie 
Sedgwick and the Velvet Underground, 
he was the managing editor of the teen 
magazine that broke the Beatles’ “more 
popular than Jesus” scandal in the 
United States — Fields takes credit for 
the Beatles’ decision to stop touring, 
which is as historically accurate as saying 
that Yoko broke them up — he helped 
both Nico and The Ramones get record- 
ing contracts, and so forth. It’s interest- 
ing enough, if you're curious about the 
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creative process behind Edgar Winter al- 
bum covers, but Fields himself has a 
dearth of charisma, speaking in a sopo- 
rific, slightly over-it drawl that makes 
you want keep wanting to say, “Cool 
story, bro” just to wrap it up. It’s not that 
there isn’t the germ of an interesting his- 
tory lesson in Fields’ life, and it’s swell 
that he’s still alive to tell his stories, but 
the 104-minute Danny Says feels like it 
lasts a lifetime. SC 


The Lovers and the Despot 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Embarcadero 
Center Cinema. 
Today’s political landscape may beggar 
belief — beware Murder Skittles! — but 
Ross Adam and Robert Cannan’s fasci- 
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nating documentary The Lovers and the 
Despot recounts a political story that 
would be unbelievable if weren't true. 
Shin Sang-Ok and Choi Eun-hee were a 
power couple in the South Korean film 
industry in the 1950s and ’60s; Shin, a 
successful director, and Choi, a glamor- 
ous actress. Both their careers and the 
personal lives were declining in 1978, 
when North Korean dictator Kim Jong-il 
kidnapped them, imprisoned them sepa- 
rately for five years, and then forced 
them to start making movies. Before es- 
caping three years later, they made 17 
films, most of which were never seen 
outside North Korea — the big exception 
being the notorious monster flick Pulgar- 
asi, viewable on YouTube but curiously 
unmentioned here. That these events oc- 
curred is not in dispute — in a true baller 
move, Choi surreptitiously recorded Kim 
Jong-il’s voice and smuggled out the 
tapes when she escaped — so the mov- 
ie’s primary mystery is the continuing 
controversy as to whether or not Shin 
was indeed kidnapped and brainwashed, 
or whether he defected willingly. Shin 
died in 2006, and his late-period work on 
Disney’s 3 Ninjas franchise offers no 
hints, but whatever was in his heart 
makes The Lovers and the Despot no less 


bizarre. SC

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family afloat — as well as by his own 
burgeoning and culturally forbidden ho- 
mosexuality.

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and unique: dense, with a texture that 
wouldn't be out of place in a dim sum 
restaurant. (I know that sounds like a 
head-scratcher, but they were good.) 
But a little gem salad with a yogurt vin- 
aigrette, pickled cucumbers, and radish 
($11) was virtually flavor-free. After all 
these meats and starches, a few more 
options would be great, as there’s one 
other salad, an Italian with giardiniera 
and chickpeas. 

Wines are $10 per glass and $40 per 
bottle, and they’re arranged in a grid of 
three columns (light, medium, and bold) 
and four rows (sparkling, white, rosé, 
and red). It’s a smart way to present a 
list in this milieu, and while the Argiano 
Cabernet-Sangiovese blend had a nose 
that one of my tablemates called “Trader

Handmade pasta is one of life’s 
singular pleasures, and in the former St. 
Vincent space on Valencia Street comes 
Barzotto, a pasta bar with an estimable 
pedigree. It’s a project between veteran 
restaurateur Marko Sotto — who's 
worked for three of the biggest operations 
in town, Michael Mina Group, Thomas 
McNaughton’s Ne Timeas restaurant 
group, and Beretta, which is part of Adri- 
ano Paganini’s Back of the House empire 
— and chef Michelle Minori, formerly ex- 
ecutive sous chef for Ne Timeas. 

Like Mid-Market, Valencia has 
endured high-profile closures, and 
Barzotto appears to have scrutinized 
Nostra Spaghetteria, Alexander Alioto’s 
build-your-own-pasta joint 10 blocks 
north that lasted less than a year. Here, 
the ethos is called “fine casual,” and it 
seems to be a response to the very real 
problem of keeping a restaurant afloat 
in an expensive, crowded corridor. I’m 
not sold on it. 

On an individual basis, though, there 
is much to like — especially visually. 
Take the porchetta ($14). I’m a sucker 
for cutting boards and pickled veggies, 
and like Thanksgiving writ small, this 
maple-y meat platter ($14) could not 
have been more invitingly presented. It 
came with a charred half-lemon for ex- 
tra pop, but the schmaltzy taters on the 
side were even tastier. A bowl of baked 
eggs ($8) was well-cooked and consisted 
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largely of sauce, so the bread is vital 

to making the most of it. Beautifully 
sliced, moist, and eminently shareable, 
the half-chicken ($17) was similar in 
layout to the pork, only with tapenade 
and mustard. It’s not what I would con- 
sider a brunch item, but having burned 
through the entire brunch menu with 
some residual appetite, we went back for 
seconds. 

And with the exception of the 
half-chicken, portions at Barzotto run 
tiny. In the case of a few pastas — in 
particular the spaghetti — it would be 
charitable even to call them half a meal. 
(More like 40 percent, really. Barzotto’s 
menu explicitly encourages membership 
in the #CleanPlateClub, but it’s almost 
impossible not to join.) And although 
Minori makes all five of them daily, the 
eventual dishes they become vary in 
quality. 

Her take on bucatini all’amatriciana 
(with pancetta in lieu of 
guanciale, plus tomato, 
chili, and breadcrumbs, 
$15) was salty and hearty, 
with a great chew, al- 
though there were too 
many breadcrumbs either 
to function as a proper 
crust or incorporate into 
the sauce. Fazzoletti (or 
“handkerchiefs,” with 
slow-braised beef, mushrooms, and 
rosemary, $17) were limper, and in need 
of salt and pepper — two things that, 
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Barzotto

bucking an occasionally maddening 
trend, Barzotto is self-aware enough to 
place on the table. 

Full of capers and anchovy, the stroz- 
zapreti ($14) — or “priest stranglers,” 
probably the most marvelously named 
food apart from the Turkish stuffed 
eggplant dish known as “the imam 
fainted” — were served alla puttanesca, 
and if you aren't afraid of brassiness, 
you ll love it as much as I did. Maybe 
out of fear that no one would love 
regular old spaghetti (with pecorino, 
parmesan, and black pepper, $10), this 
plate suffered from major overkill. On 
paper, it sounds like cacio e pepe, but 
on the table, it’s almost a fettucine al- 
fredo — and that comfort-food staple is 
enough of a cream-bomb that adding an 
unannounced poached egg into the mix 
makes no sense to me. Too many add- 
ons, and too little spaghetti; you could 
probably wrap the entire bowl’s contents 
around a fork. The best 
of the five pastas was the 
cresta di gallo (with cau- 
liflower, garlic, chili, al- 
mond, and lemon, $13), 
which, from a checklist 
perspective, hit all the 
notes. It was creative, it 
was spicy, and the cock’s 
combs were cooked ex- 
actly right. 

Other dishes were hit-or-miss. Tur- 
key meatballs (two for $8) are usually a 
known quantity, but these were exciting 


The overall format, though, is the 
hardest thing to get past. With the 
understanding that rents are high and 
margins tight, the fast-casual format 
is beginning to creep upward as if by 
capillary action, and in Barzotto, it runs 
into its limits. This is not an abstraction. 
I don’t mind prepaying by iPad for a sim- 
ple one- or two-item lunch or when I’m 
eating alone, and buzzers on the table 
are fine. But a nice dinner in a group isa 
different story — especially when seven 
dishes come out in the span of 10 min- 
utes. That Barzotto’s staff was attentive, 
refilling water glasses and all but squar- 
ing the cutlery with the table, suggested 
that that was no accident. Consequently, 
dinner felt rushed to the extreme, and 
having to stand up and wait in line again 
just to get a second glass of wine inter- 
rupted the conversational flow even 
further. This over-engineered solution 
takes out the incidental pleasures of the 
dining experience as collateral damage, 
and would probably horrify most Ital- 
ians. “Fine casual” is basically the oxy- 
moron it sounds like. 

As much as I hope that model doesn’t 
spread, it’s not fatal. It’s more like an ore 
that needs further processing until it 
yields a usable substance, but the “fine” 
part isn’t totally misplaced. Barzotto’s 
interior is pretty spiffy, with good 
lighting, lots of Carrera marble, and 
troweled plaster walls. As with another 
pasta-centric joint, Fiorella in the Rich- 
mond, the bathroom is wallpapered in a 
hyperreal city scene, this one of Italian 
Renaissance buildings piled on top of 
one another. An expanded menu and a 
few tweaks and Barzotto could be a very 
pleasant date-night destination. In the 
meantime, viva la wallpaper renaissance!

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Snow Angels

When you’re handed your first 
cup of whipped, frozen froth at Powder 
Shaved Snow, you're likely to overesti- 
mate its weight — unless you're familiar 
with the Taiwanese treat. (Holding it is 
probably similar to what walking on the 
moon feels like.) 

Established by a pair of former 
tech-sters, Mimi Hanley and David 
Chung, Powder began at Off the Grid’s 
Presidio Picnic, where the airy-yet-sub- 
stantial dessert drew considerable 
crowds, spurring them to open a brick- 
and-mortar in the Lower Haight. It’s 
pretty simple: There are four choices of 
snow (Vietnamese coffee, strawberry, 
horchata, and black sesame) and a doz- 
en or so toppings, from the expected 
(organic strawberries, sprinkles, Ore- 
os) to the creative (mochi, a sweet milk 
glaze). Uninhibited experimental types 
will likely build their own sundaes — 
$4.50 for a small, $5.50 for a large — 
but you can’t go wrong with “S’Nome 
Picks” like The Don (black sesame with 
mochi, coconut flakes, and sweet milk 
glaze). Even if your roots are firmly 
in the world of chocolate-and-vanilla 
swirl soft-serve, don’t be afraid to stray 
far into Taiwanese territory, where the 
textures only enhance one another. 
But with an evanescent mouthfeel that 
falls somewhere between frozen yogurt 
and cotton candy, shaved snow on its 
own is a great alternative to ordinary 
ice cream. Leave the salted caramel to 
the endless lines at Bi-Rite.

Selfie, With Fruit 


If there were one change that 
Tyler Florence would like to see made at 
the federal level when it comes to food 
policy it would be more transparency. 
But not just the one specific context in 
which that word is most commonly ap- 
plied. 

“GMO labeling is where it starts,” 
says the 45-year-old chef, known local- 
ly for Wayfare Tavern and nationally 
for his show The Great Food Truck Race. 
“Transparency is a great way to graba 
big idea and start being honest about 
where things go.” 

It’s vital to the American economy, 
Florence continues: “We make a couple 
of things: We sell food, entertainment, 
and weapons to a lot of people around 
the world.” 

Transparency is a key component 
of Florence’s latest crusade: ending the 
food deserts that stubbornly populate 
cities and suburbs. He’s partnered with 
Naked Juice and Michel Nischan, CEO 
of the food access nonprofit Whole- 
some Wave — on whose board Flor- 
ence also serves — to launch a cam- 
paign of selfies of people holding fresh 
produce. For every pic that includes 
the hashtag #DrinkGoodDoGood, Na- 
ked Juice will donate an impressive 10 
pounds of fresh produce. 

From this “one simple thing that’s 
free,’ Florence says, half a million 
pounds of fresh food made it into food 
deserts in the last year. 

“And it’s from one partnership,” 
he adds. “We'd rather do fewer, better 
deals.” 

Wholesome Wave's efforts began 
in Miami, and Florence is the face 
of the Northern California segment. 
Musicians and athletes are a part of it,

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actor, is working with it in Chicago. 
And in contrast to the many splashy, 
well-intentioned, and poorly thought- 
out celebrity philanthropies out there, 
Wholesome Wave uses hard data to es- 
tablish a delivery network — watering, 
if you will, America’s food deserts. 

“We're taking this fresh farmers 
market experience and making it ac- 
cessible to a lot of people,” Florence 
says. ‘It’s the same produce, same 
organics, but we’re bridging the gap to 
make it affordable.” 

Nischan worked with Newman’s 
Own for years, and Florence sounds 
like he, too, is in it for the long haul. 
Reducing rates of obesity and diabetes 
won't happen overnight, he acknowl- 
edges, so it starts with improving the 
eating habits of the current generation 
of young people. 

“Get them excited about cooking,” 
Florence says. “We have to look at 
fast food for what it is: a treat. Food 
is fuel, and the better fuel you put in 
your body, the better your machine 
will be. We have to take better care of 
ourselves, and it all starts with a good 
plate of food.” 

In San Francisco, the issue of 
homelessness is the lens through 
which most people view and encounter 
poverty. But hunger is rampant, some- 
thing which is doubly perverse given 
that not only are we a wealthy city but 
one that’s located in such an agricul- 
turally rich region. 

“It’s a combination of hunger and 
malnutrition that creates a sick soci- 
ety,” Florence says. “It’s not that there’s 
no food to eat. It’s that it’s poor-qual- 
ity food. And then the cycle of, “Well, 
now I’m obese, and I have to take these 
medications.’ But the ability to say, 
‘Here is a great, long-term plan with a 
great philanthropic group that comes 
from a long history of creating these 
wonderful programs that stick’ feels 
like a thing we want to be a part of.” 

It all sounds like something a 
certain first lady of the United States 
might be interested in, and indeed, 
Florence has cooked for Barack and 
Michelle Obama (and raised “almost 
$7 million” for the president’s re-elec- 
tion campaign). On the one hand, the 
clock’s ticking on the first lady’s tenure 
in the White House — but after her 
husband leaves office, she might have 
more bandwidth to work on her pet 
cause. 

“In theory, it'll free her to do what 
she wants,’ Florence says. “Moving 
back to the price sector, he doesn’t 
have to ask for permission from so 
many people to be able to pull things 
off.”

Let’s be honest: San Francisco 
is always cold. Whether it’s winter or 
summer, chances are you're probably 
wearing pants and toting a jacket. So 
how do you gauge the season if you 
can't rely on meteorological chang- 

es (and for some reason don’t have 
access to a calendar)? You do it by 
figuring out what the next large-scale 
music festival is. 

Now in its 16th year, Hardly 
Strictly Bluegrass is our city’s annual 
harbinger of autumn, as thousands 
of people flock to Golden Gate Park 
to relish three days of bluegrass, folk, 
country, Americana, and a slew of 
other genres (hence, the addition of 
“Hardly” in the event’s name). Thanks 
to the late philanthropist Warren 
Hellman, the event is free, so we get 
to see big-name acts — like Cyndi 
Lauper and Jamestown Revival — 
without paying a cent. 

But perhaps the best part — aside 
from the gratis admission and wide- 
range of talents — is that women 
dominate the lineup. Anyone who’s 
gone to a music festival knows that 
females are grossly under-represent- 
ed in the festival circuit. Fortunately, 
that’s not the case with Hardly Strict- 
ly Bluegrass, which makes it a point 
to keep the gender ratio of its musi- 
cians more balanced, if not stacked in 
womens favor.

Pop 


KT TUNSTALL 


Let’s turn the clock back to 2006. It was a 
simpler time, one in which it was basically 
impossible to watch a movie that didn’t 
have “Suddenly I See” on the soundtrack, 
or leave your house without hearing “Black 
Horse and the Cherry Tree.” But it’s 2016, 
and KT Tunstall has come a long way since 
her one-two punch of an American break- 
out. A decade on, her sixth and most recent 
album, KIN, proves her pulsating guitar 
flair and just-rough-enough contralto voice 
haven't aged a day.

Rock 


JESSICA HERNANDEZ & 
THEDELTAS 


Jessica Hernandez is a bona fide whirl- 
wind. A first-generation American raised in 
Detroit by a mother from Mexico and a fa- 
ther from Cuba, she jumped from church 
choir to high school theater to rock bands 
in college before releasing three EPs and 
signing with Instant Records. She dropped 
Secret Evil, her positively received debut al- 
bum in 2014, showcasing her devilishly 
soulful voice across 11 whip-smart tracks. 
Not to be forgotten is the band’s rollicking 
take on Le Tigre’s “Deceptacon,’ a cover as 
ferocious as the original and amped up 
with trombone anda blazing blues guitar. 
If we're lucky, Hernandez and company 
might just grace us with it this weekend. 





Folk 


PATTY GRIFFIN 


You've heard a Patty Griffin song, even if 
you don’t think you have. Just about ev- 
eryone from Linda Ronstadt, the Dixie 
Chicks, Kelly Clarkson, Miranda Lam- 
bert, and Bette Midler have covered Grif- 
fin's songs. That’s not to diminish her 
own accomplishments, which include 
nine studio albums, two Grammys, an 
off-Broadway musical, and being an all- 
around contemporary-folk legend. Her 
stripped-down, evocative songs have 
taken her all the way from the mid-’90s 
heyday of Lillith Fair to the upper eche- 
lon of contemporary songwriters, and 
that, kids, is what we call staying power. 


Soul 


MAVIS STAPLES 


What is there left to say about Mavis Sta- 
ples? From her origins in The Staple 
Singers to today, Staples is an absolute 
legend and everybody knows it — in- 
cluding Bob Dylan, who once asked Sta- 
ples’ father for her hand in marriage, and 
The Band, which featured her on “The 
Weight” during the group’s epic final 
concert. But forget those guys: Staples is 
one of the most iconic voices in gospel, 
period. She’s also the kind of badass who, 
upon winning her first Grammy in 2011, 
said, “This has been a long time coming,” 
during her acceptance speech. All hail. 


Garage-Punk 


SHANNON AND 
THE CLAMS 


The Bay Area’s influence on American 
popular music since 1950 is nothing 
short of staggering, and, because of 
bands like Oakland-based Shannon and 
the Clams, it’s ongoing. The garage punk 
quartet have been making waves in the 
indie world since the group’s 2009 debut, 
I Wanna Go Home, and, more recently, 
with 2015’s Gone By The Dawn. The 
band’s carefree (and thoroughly post- 
modern) blend of rockabilly, punk, ’60s 
surf, and psychedelic pop is bolstered by 
frontwoman Shannon Shaw’s gravelly 
alto and cheeky lyrics. “T loved the 
leather on my buns / My god, we are the 
lucky ones,” she sings with a wink on 
“Corvette.” The end product is nothing 
short of spectacular. 
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Pop 


CYNDILAUPER 


The thing about Cyndi Lauper is that ev- 
erybody loves her — whether or not they 
admit it. Lauper is the ultimate ’80s girl 
power icon and the empress of teen pop, 
but neither of those lofty titles tell the 
full story. In 2010, she released a blues al- 
bum that topped Billboard’s blues chart 
for 13 consecutive weeks, then followed 
it with a bestselling memoir in 2012. She 
further proved her decade-spanning 
songwriting chops by writing the score 
for Kinky Boots, the acclaimed Broadway 
musical that made a proper killing at the 
2013 Tony Awards. This weekend, how- 
ever, she'll be single handedly putting the 
“hardly” in Hardly Strictly Bluegrass — 
and the whole festival will be better for it. 


Americana 


ROSANNE CASH 


Her father was a legend, but it seems like 
timeless songwriting runs in the family. 
The oldest daughter of the Man in Black, 
Cash has been making music since the 
late seventies, drawing on country, pop, 
Americana, and blues for her signature 
sound (and often charting on both the 
pop and country charts in the process). 
Despite being released in 1981, her 
breakthrough single, “Seven Year Ache,” 
still resonates as a deeply felt lament of 
what it feels like to love a serial heart- 
breaker. 


Country 


ELIZABETH COOK 


Elizabeth Cook is a true blue country 
woman, and — along with a tumultuous 
divorce, rehab, a devastating fire, and six 
deaths in her family — it’s made her 
tough. Don’t expect nasal odes to sum- 
mer nights and pickup trucks. Cook is 
more interested in the darker sides of life, 
and it manifests in the dark humor of her 
expertly constructed country tunes. Her 
most recent album, Exodus of Venus, fea- 
tures songs like “Methadone Blues,” in 
which Cook grooves: “Don’t be a cynic / 
All I ever need is a ride to the clinic.” Who 
said country women had to play nice?

Blowing Up Bandcamp 


Indie-pop quartet Frankie Cosmos talks ‘stealing’ free pens, watching David Blaine, and making out against parked ca

It’s time to declare 2016 the year 
of Bandcamp royalty. 

In the space of one single halcyon 
summer, Mitski and Car Seat Head- 
rest’s Will Toledo went from being 
Bandcamp mainstays to the declared 
twin saviors of indie-rock, according to 
multiple national publications, includ- 
ing The Atlantic and BuzzFeed. (Toledo 
has tweeted about his hesitations sur- 
rounding the title, but that’s neither 
here nor there.) 

And now, as the dog days of sum- 
mer give way to crisp autumn nights, 
it’s time to add Frankie Cosmos, the 
brainchild of 22-year-old New Yorker 
Greta Kline, to the growing list of 
Bandcamp-launched niche superstars. 

Of her contemporaries, Kline 
is arguably the most prolific. Since 
the age of 15, she’s released 47 bed- 
room-produced projects on Bandcamp 
under a flurry of monikers, including 
Ingrid Superstar, The Ingrates, Zebu 
Fur, GRETA, and Franklin Cosmos. 
Her first album as the band Frankie 
Cosmos arrived in 2009 as sickerwinter, 
a 13-track record filled with the tiny, 
heartfelt pop songs that Kline released 
at the age of 15. 

And though many artists make ev- 
ery effort to bury their nascent work, 
Kline’s initial forays into writing and 
recording —— sickerwinter included — 
are still available for download from 
her Bandcamp profile page. 

“T've been tempted to remove them, 
but it doesn’t really matter,” she says of 
her early albums. “It’s just an archive 
of my writing as a teenager, and no one 
has to listen to it.” 

Kline gives off the impression that 
she writes for herself first. She uses 
songwriting to conduct intimate gui- 
tar-driven explorations of the often 
awkward minutiae of contemporary 
life, such as “stealing” free pens, 
watching David Blaine, and making out 
against parked cars. Her most recent 
album, Next Thing, might be the most 
professional-sounding work in her 
discography, but it holds true to her 
signature evocativeness and sparse 
sonic aesthetic. None of the 14 tracks 
surpass three minutes, and most finish 
by two. 

“Your name is a triangle / Your 
heart is a square,’ Kline croons on 
“Fool,” a gentle, swaying guitar-filled 
track in which the singer admits to 
feeling foolish for waiting around for a 
lover. Kline writes in poetic fragments, 
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Frankie Cosmos 


laying bare her insecurities, memories, 


and desires over unobtrusive melodies. 


But one gets the sense that Kline 
sees the world in a very particular 
manner, sliding from one moment to 
the next with a cautious optimism. 
This mentality extends to taking her 
band on the road. She spent the better 
part of last year touring across Amer- 
ica and Europe, and she describes the 
ordeal as if it were a sacred form of 
suffering. 

“The worst part of being on the 
road is the times when I feel weak 
and evil, and like I am tearing my own 
life down,” she says. Even so, touring 
has had its shining moments, such as 
the time she was eating dinner with 
her bandmates in Oslo, Norway, and 
encountered an elderly man leading 
karaoke for the other diners. 

“My bandmate really wanted to join 
them, so I danced with him,” she says. 
“It was humiliating and fun, and I felt 
it burn itself into my memory.” 

And yes, we're aware that story 
sounds pulled straight from a Frankie 
Cosmos song, and that it might even 
show up in one sooner than later. 

But that’s the thing about Kline: 


The boundaries between her music 
and the so-called real world are neither 
static nor solid. Despite her increasing 
popularity with critics and newfound 
status as a Pitchfork favorite, the deep- 
ly personal (and insecurity-laden) feel- 
ings she has toward her own songs still 
impact her process. 

“It comes from me thinking during 
my writing process that no one will 
listen anyway,” she tells me when I ask 
where she finds the courage to be har- 
rowingly vulnerable in her lyrics. 

Bandcamp royalty or not, Kline still 
operates on the belief that listeners are 
an unexpected privilege, not a right. 
Getting her start in the East Coast 
DIY scene —— a climate (no matter 
the region) where audiences are never 
guaranteed —— is no doubt one reason 
why she feels this way. 

And Kline, who lives in New York 
City, is still greatly influenced by the 
scene that raised that her. Many of her 
inspirations come from her colleagues, 
and she’s quick to list musicians — 
like Eskimeaux, Aaron Maine (who 
performs under the name Porches and 
is also Kline’s long-term boyfriend), 
Old Table, and The Moldy Peaches —

as the sources of her creativity, along 
with the quintessential New York poet 
Frank O’Hara. 

But however small and tri-state 
centric her life may seem from the out- 
side, her music and plans may already 
be expanding beyond their original 
borders. 

“T only find New York inspiring be- 
cause it’s my home,” she says. “But as 
I’ve toured and experienced so many 
other kinds of places, I’ve also realized 
maybe I should try living somewhere 
else for a while, too.” 

Expansion, however foreign a 
concept to someone who writes tiny 
heart-shaped boxes of songs, seems 
imminent. After all, Kline has already 
taken Frankie Cosmos from a bed- 
room recording project to a four-piece 
touring act playing shows all over the 
North America and Europe. 

To put it plainly, first Bandcamp, 
now the world.

Thomas Bullock has been around the 
block. The veteran British DJ is probably 
best known as one half of the NYC duo 
Rub ‘n Tug, but he goes way back. As 

a founding member of San Francisco's 
Wicked Soundsystem (launched in 1991), 
he was instrumental in birthing Bay Area 
rave culture. As a DJ, he takes disco as a 
baseline and extends outward from there. 
Joining him is Pacific Rhythm’s DJ D.Dee 
from Vancouver's burgeoning scene. 


Brouhaha presents Urulu, Cromie, and 
Cherushii at F8, 10 p.m.-4 a.m. Friday, 
Sept. 30. $10-$15; feightsf.com 
Brouhaha celebrates three years of posi- 
vibe parties showcasing playfully weird 
house music and beyond by bringing L.A.- 
based producer and DJ Urulu up to San 
Francisco. It's a very keen pairing: Urulu’s 
sound is a little bit disco, a little bit house, 
and very California, emanating sun-kissed 
SoCal vibes. Joining him is Cromie, a fellow 
Angeleno who reps similar contemporary 
deep house sounds. Representing San 
Francisco is Cherushii, the kaleidoscopic 
rave-inspired producer and Dy.

four-to-the-floor throbbing business, 
but richly melodic, complexly percus- 
sive works that seamlessly transpose 
the blueprint of ’90s jungle and rave 
into the 21st century. 

Also on deck are some of the U.K.’s 
finest electronic technicians, like 
Bruce, a humbly-monikered artist 
whose small discography has made an 
outsize impact by affixing the corpse 
of dubstep to the body of contem- 
porary British techno. Beneath, who 
blends techno with grime, and Clouds, 
a Scottish duo whose work weighs 
heavier than their name suggests, also 
appear. 

There’s also local live shredders 
Diem, acid techno extraordinaires. 
Too much is never enough. 


It's no secret — live electronic music 
usually isn't very fun to watch. Four 

out of five times, artists focus hard on 
twisting knobs, oblivious to the concept 
of “performance.” Session Victim, a 
funky German duo, are the outlier. Their 
performances, which include playing 
others’ tracks while they play live bass 
guitar and synthesizer, are incredible to 
watch. They turn the “energy” knob up to 
11. Portland cosmic disco DJ Sappho joins 
them. 


NOTABLE LOCAL RECORDS 


415-PRI10 by Various Artists; 
Public Release 


Public Release, a record label 
associated with the party crew FACE (cov- 
ered above), releases its tenth record on 
Sept. 30, assembling four San Francisco 
producers whose works differ in timbre, 
but make a great deal of sense all paired to- 
gether. 

Public Release (and FACE, for that 
matter) mostly traffics in what I would 
call “post-disco” — think dance music 
rooted in disco of yesteryear, but em- 
ploying a broader, more diverse sound 
palette. 

The cheekily named Anonstop opens 
the record with the brief “Seaside.” It’s 
only three minutes long and changes lit- 
tle over the course of its runtime, but it’s 
a hypnotic, lurid listen, sounding like an 
excerpt from the soundtrack to an ’80s 
movie that never was. 

Next comes “Lower Haighter,” from 
the otherwise straightforwardly disco 
outfit 40 Thieves, remixed by U.K. duo 
Cage & Aviary. What a delight this track 
is: It’s murky, dark, weird, and funky. It’s 
propelled by its tight, repeating bassline, 
and an intermittent violin sample gener- 
ates tense, nervous energy. 

Honey Soundsystem’s Bézier contrib- 
utes “Domination,” proving once again 
that he is truly one of a kind. It’s an 
undulating Italo-disco jam in the trade- 
mark Bézier style, primed for club use.

Marbled Eye 
by Marbled Eye; Melters 


Recently, I experienced a delight- 
ful (and woefully old-fashioned) surprise: 
I stopped by 1-2-3-4 Go! on my way home 
and asked a friend working at the shop if 
he had anything new I might like. He sug- 
gested a $4 cassette tape by Marbled Eye, 
thinking it was up my alley. Turns out he 
was right on the mark. 

Marbled Eye are a new band from 
Oakland who skillfully tread familiar 
post-punk territory — yes, this tape 
will absolutely appeal to fans of Joy Di- 
vision. The sharp, angular guitar tone, 
the discordant vocals, the quick, stacca- 
to drumming — it’s all here. 

Where they depart from their fore- 
bears is in mood. Marbled Eye sounds 
distinctly Californian: This is jagged 
post-punk played with stoned languor, 
with an unconcerned irreverence that 
feels markedly different from the 
anxiousness and self-seriousness that 
characterizes so much other music in 
this vein. 

At five songs and just over 15 min- 
utes long, Marbled Eye’s debut release 
doesn’t overstay its welcome. Each song 
is just poppy enough to make them 
eminently re-listenable, but not so pop- 
py that you'd be embarrassed to share 
them with your punk friends. In other 
words, it hits the sweet spot. 

Marbled Eye breaks no new ground, 
but sometimes, a certain kind of wheel 
works so well it doesn’t need to be re- 
invented.

New German Wave

You ve probably heard this German popstar even if her monicker doesn't ring a bell. Nena, which is both the name of the 
band and the stage name of its lead singer Gabriele Susanne Kerner, is responsible for the undeniably catchy early ’80s New 
German Wave hit, “99 Luftballons” (or “99 Balloons,” for those of us who don’t speak German). The anti-war protest song — 
which I, as a child, mistook for being about “99 dead baboons” — displays all the characteristics of the short-lived New Ger- 
man Wave genre: a frenetic, reckless punk melody, bassy undertones a la new wave power-pop, shimmery synth chords, and 
some desperately futuristic-sounding electronic accents. Though the band broke up in 1987, Nena, the singer, has continued 
making music as a solo artist, gaining traction in her home country of Germany, where she has had 14 Top 10 records. With a 
whopping 12 solo albums under her belt, the 56-year-old is showing no signs of slowing down. Her most recent single, 
“Genau Jetzt” — which translates to “Exactly Now” — is a brooding, dark electro number that might not be as politically 
overt as her biggest hit, but certainly verges on the controversial with its music video featuring a multi ethnic and LGBT cast.

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CHEATS

I’m a guy, 35, and a cheating piece of shit. ’'m 
engaged to a woman I love, but earlier this year I 
cheated on her. I have no excuse. She discovered the 
dating app I used, and we worked through that. But 
she doesn’t know that shortly after her discovery, 
I went ahead and cheated. To my meager, meager 
credit, I did seek out only women who were looking 
for NSA hookups. But I quickly came to realize 
how big of a mistake this was, how much I love my 
fiancée, and that I'ma shitty person. I see a thera- 
pist, and he advised that, if ’'m certain this was a 
one-time thing, and if I’m convinced that I’m happy 
with my fiancée, I should keep quiet. I shouldn't 
burden my fiancée with this knowledge. I’m inclined 
to agree but, dear God, the guilt. I feel like 'm not 
the person my fiancée thought I was. What do I do? 
Should I just accept this as a lesson learned and 
keep it to myself? Perhaps there’s selfishness at play 
here, since I'm trying to make myself feel better, but 
I’m struggling. 

Can’t Personally Overlook Selfishness 


I’m with your therapist, CPOS—and, hey, it’s 
nice to see “keep your mouth shut about a one- 
time infidelity” make the jump from our finer ad- 
vice columns (Dear Prudence, Dear Sugar, Savage 
Love) to some of our actual therapists. 

While honesty (best policy) and confession 
(good for the soul) get all the positive press, 
there are times when unburdening yourself is 
absolutely the wrong thing to do. The person 
who confesses may wind up feeling better—be- 
cause at least now they’re being honest—but the 
person to whom they’ve confessed can wind up 
feeling a whole lot worse. Some burdens should 
be borne not shifted.

Clearly 
he’s not going to meet up with the women he’s chat- 
ting with. What makes me sad is that I adore him 
as he is—I love his big white belly, his bald head, 
and his rosy cheeks. I think I do a good job of com- 
municating this to him. I guess I’m writing to you 
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for some reassurance that I’m doing the right thing 
by letting this behavior go and also for some insight 
into why he’s doing it in the first place. 

Upset Girlfriend Hates Eroticized Racial 
Secrets 


If this isn’t that big of a deal, UGHERS, why 
are you calling him out on it? Why are you moni- 
toring his online activities/fantasies at all? 

What your boyfriend is doing sounds rela- 
tively harmless—he’s pretending to be someone 
he’s not while flirting with other people online 
who are most likely pretending to be someone 
they’re not. (I promise you most of the “snow- 
bunnies” he’s chatted with were other men.) The 
world is full of people who enjoy pretending to be 
someone they’re not, from cosplayers pretending 
to be Captain America or Poison Ivy to creative 
anachronists pretending to be knights and ladies 
to Donald Trump Jr. pretending to be a human 
being. 

We can’t gloss over the racial/racist cultural 
forces that shaped your boyfriend’s kinks, of 
course, but it’s possible to explore those kinds 
of fantasies online or IRL without being a racist 
piece of shit. And a person can pretend to be 
someone of another race online—because it 
turns them on—without injecting racial hate into 
online spaces and/or thoughtlessly reinforcing 
damaging stereotypes about people of other 
races. You've seen your boyfriend’s online chats, 
UGHERS, so you're in a better position to judge 
whether he’s exploring his fantasies without mak- 
ing the world a worse place than it already is for 
actual black men. 

If he’s being a racist piece of shit online, UGH- 
ERS, call him out on that. If he isn’t, stop policing 
his fantasies. 


I love 
my girlfriend endlessly. One month ago, she told me 
she has thoughts about missing out on the things she 
didn’t get to do in her teens. She is 29 years old now. 
Also, she says she feels only a mild love for me now 
and is curious about other men. Yesterday we met 
and cried and talked and made love and it felt like she 
still loves me passionately. But she also told me she 
had sex with a stranger a week ago and she is going 
for one and a half months to Los Angeles on her own. 
Now I feel confused. I should hate her for what she 
did to me, I should tell her to fuck off, but I can’t do it. 
Iam so in love and I want to be together again after 
her trip. How do I exit this turmoil? 

Pensive And Insecure Now 


You exit this turmoil by breaking up with your 
girlfriend. 

She wants to get out there and do “things 
she didn’t get to do in her teens,” i.e., fuck other 
guys and most likely date other guys. This isn’t 
what you want, PAIN, you’ve made that clear to 
her, but she’s gonna fuck other guys anyway. You 
don’t have to pretend to hate her, PAIN, and you 
don’t have to tell her to fuck off. But you do have 
to tell her that it’s over—at least for now. 

And once she goes, PAIN, don't lie around tor- 
menting yourself with mental images of all the 
things/men she’s doing in Los Angeles. Don’t put 
your life on hold—love life included—while she’s 
gone. You're going to be single. So get out there, 
date other women, do some things/women you 
haven't done. If she wants to get back together 
when she returns, and if you still want to get 
back together with her, you can pick things up 
where you left off. 

But you should act like it’s over while she’s 
gone, PAIN, because it most likely is.
